AERIAL POST 
FOR MEXICO 
WINS FA VOR 


‘Official Announces Plan 
for Airplane Service - to 


(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

MEXICO CITY, Jan. 16.—dAerial 
postal service is to be established 
in Mexico between the principal! 
cities of the country, by the Mex- 
fean Aerial Navigation Company. 
The capital of this company will be 
fully subscribed by Mexicans and 
the control will be vested in the 
Ministry of Communications. 

Eduardo Ortiz, Undersecretary 
of Communications, acting secre- 
tary, states that there are vari- 
ous companies, both Mexican and 
foreign, interested in the estab- 
lishment of the aerial service in 
Mexico, and that the varicus proj- 
ects which have been submitted 
to the consideration of the de- 
partment are at present being 
studied by technical experts. 

The undersecretary added that 
among the projects submitted was 
that of the Mexican Aerial Navi- 
gation Company, and that the pro- 
posal of this company already has 
been examined and approved by 
the technical board. 

He further stated Ahat the com- 
pany in question desires to es- 
tablish an aerial postal service 
between Mexico and Tampico; 
Guadalajara and Tepic: Puerto, 
Mex., and Progreso and to later ex- 
tend the service between other im- 
portant centers of the country. 


POPULARITY OF 
GOV. HARRISON 


At the history conference re- 
cently held in Indianapolis Arthur 
G, Mitten exhibited relics relating 
to Indiana’s first Governor, Wili- 
liam He Harrison. There were 
in the collection not less than 
thirty-five different portraite of 
him, the greater part of them un- 
familiar to this generation. There 
were “lives” of him, most of them 
now known only to bookmen of 
antiquarian tastes and there were 
campaign books and Harrison al- 
manacse tilustrated with wood cuts 
of log, cabins, cider barrels and 
Tippecanoe battie scenes, and 
tmere were bronze medals and 
coins embossed w'th his likeness. 

These evidences of popularity 
were largely the output of the 
presidential campaign of 1840, 
when “Tippecanoe and Tyler, too,” 
was the rallying crv of the Whigs, 
but Harrison fairly deserved the 
plaudits of the multitude as a man 
of unusual rts. As the Gov- 
ernor and firat director of the 
fortunes of Indiana Territory his 
position, as compared with that 
ef his successors. was unique. As 
a representative of the United 
States in a wilderness region far 
removed from the seat of govern- 
ment, his authority and responsi- 
bilities were extraordinary. Gen. 
Lew Watltace thus wrote of him: 
“William Menry Harrison was 
clothed with power more nearly 
imperial than anv'ever exercised 
by one man in the republic. He 
was authorized to adopt and pub- 
lish such laws, civil and criminal, 
aes were best adapted to the con- 
dition of e territory: he could 
arbitrarily create townships and 
eounties and appoint civil officers 
and militia officers under the 
grade of general. Most extra- 
ordinary of all, however, belonged 
the confirmation of an important 
class of land grants. In this re- 
xard his authority was absolute. 
Other approval or countersign 
was not required. The agplication 
was to him originally: his sig- 
nature was the perfect evidence 
of title. When one thinks of the 
temptations to which he was eub- 
jected and of the fortune which 


might have amassed, the fact 
t he issued from the trial poor 


must be regarded as creditable to 
him in the highest degree.” 

The variety of public business 
Harrison had on his hands during 
his twelve years’ incumbency is 
indicated by his messages and let- 
ters, published no* long ago by the 
historical com mission. These 
cover ‘land matters in many forms, 
tieaties with the Indians, dealings 
with hostile Indiane, the making 
«f laws, the appointing of officers, 
the protection of settlers. the ad- 
justment of difficulties of many 
r'nds affecting settlers, ete. These 
documents show the particulars of 
his many affairs and his disposi- 
tion in dealing with them. J. P. 
Dunn says: “No man in public 
life ever had so many i serious 
charges preferred against his 
honesty and came forth from his 
trials so fully vindicated by the 
judges and by the people.”—[In- 
Gianapolis News.

“Rolsheviem in Ruesta will be 
over before the year is out,”’ was 
the conviction expressed by 6ir 
Henry Deterning, the Duteh oll 
king, after the recent congress. 
As head of the great British 
Dutch-Shell Oi! Company,’ which 
has vast properties in Russia, he 
has been keeping very close tabs 
on the situation and has seen the 
transformation Stalin has been 
working. 

The story of what has happened 
in Russia in the last eight montha, 
culminating in the bitter fight in 
the Communist Congress, will make 
plain the reasons for Mr. Detern- 
ing’s prediction. Stalin has been 
conducting the nation back to cap- 
ftalism, not slowly, but ewiftly, and 
he has not so very far to go before 
Russia will be de-Bolshevised. 


CHANGE OF POLICY 
It was last April that F. E. Djer- 


Vjineky, one of Stalin's chief lieu- 


tenants, announced “the reat 
aims before the government force 
us to admit our previous economic 
policy was a mistaken one.” 

He and others made it plain that 
commerce with the outside world 
was to be pressed, capital was to 
be invited to flow into the country, 
concessions were to be granted to 
foreigners and private trade was to 
be permitted among Russians. 
Trotsky was put in charge of the 
organization of this new policy and 
ite results have been seen in the 
grants of large concessions to for- 
eign capital, the movement for 
trade arrangements with European 
and other countries and the re- 
moval of restrictions -on home 
trade. 

The most remarkable change wa®% 
instituted by the decree permitting 
the richer peasants to lease lands, 
hire help and ignore the eight- 
hour labor law. It was a com- 
plete reversal of the Bolshevist pol- 
icy whereby all land was divided 
among the individual peasants ac- 
cording to the capacity of them- 
selves and their families to work 
it, and hiring of labor was not per- 
mitted. 


nism almost caused. an open 
breach within the soviet. Kamen- 
eff, Zinovieff and others declared 
thé real purpose Wag to restore caP- 
italism and to set up a new bour- 
geoisie (or middle class.) They 
were joined by Mrs. Lenin, who 
charged that the principles advo- 
cated by the dead leader were be- 
ing abandoned. This element 
gathered in Petrograd and practi- 
cally declared themselves indepen- 
dent of Moscow.

As the peasants con- 
stitute 90 per cent of tne nation’s 
population it became plain he 
could not be upset so tne majority 
of the party in the cities stood by 
him also. 

HOW STALIN WON. 


In the elections of delegates to 
the Congress Stalin had an im- 
‘mense advantage. After the de- 
position of Trotzky from command 
of the army in 1924 he gained con- 
tro] of the military forces and. re- 
organized them. The late Gen. 
Frunze and Gen. Klementy Voro- 
shiloff, the present commander in 
chief, saw to it that adherents of 
other leaders were dismissed or 
transferred to distant posts and 
that Stalin men were put at all 
strategic points. So Stalin was able 
to, have any orders enforced. — 

As the general-secretary of the 
party he had the machinery at 
his command and was able to 
direct the election of delegates he 
knew would stand by him. Com- 
bined with these two material ad- 
vantages were his superior politi- 
cal abilities and courage. When 
the showdown came in the Con- 
gress the resolutions of the Petro- 
grad faction — which demanded 
the return to the old party poli- 
cles—were defeated by more than 
five to one. Gen. Voroshiloff aep- 
peared as one of the strongest 
champions of 3talin, serving plain 
—" that the army was behind 

im. 

As a result of his victory, Stalin 
conducted a house-cleaning. Sup- 
porters of Kameneff and Zinovieff 
were dropped from the Central 
Executive Committee and it was 
made up overwhelmingly of Stal- 
in’s partisans. The political bu- 
reau, the body of seven leadere 
which had long been the _ real 
source of auf{ority, was simfiarlly 
shaken up. Kameneff who was 
made its chief by Lenin, was re- 
moved from it entirely. Gen. Voro- 
shilof was a member. Trotzky, 
who has thrown in his fortunes 
with Stalin, was restored. Two 
more members were added, strong 
Stalin men. Zinovieff wae left 
it—probably because he can atti! 
be used as head of the Third Inter- 
nationale—but he is the sole mem. 
ber who has dared to stand against 
Stalin. 

Now he has full power, Stalin 
undoubtedly will push forward 
along the lines outlined above and 
we may expect to see a big ad- 
vance toward capitalism in the 
next vear. It is true he has con- 
tinued to use the language of Com- 
munism, but his actions have been 
in the other direction. In the re- 
cent Congress he took the position 
that it will be necessary ta build 
up the nations first and apply Social. 
ism aferwards. It is quite certain 
that if he rebuilds the Ruesian 
middie class, restores capitalism 
and makes the nation prosperous 
he will kill Socialism.

COSMETIC BANDITS TAKEN 


Mexico City Police Capture Two Germans in Act of 
Looting Wholesale Drug Warehouse

MEXICO CITY, Jan. 1e.—Police authorities believe that, in the 


capture of two Germans known as Hans Ivansuk and Nagy Zoltam, 
they have in their possession two Europeans wanted in a number of 


leading cities of the Old World, 

The two arrived in Mexico some 
six months ago, according to their 
story told at police headquarters 


after they had been caught red- 
handed attempting to rob a lead- 
ing drug store warehouse here. 
In Ivansuk’sa room burglar tools 
which would be the envy of any 
cracksman were found, according 
to the police. e equipment in- 
cluded everything from fine ailk 
cord used to strangle victims, to 
high-grade chemical preparations 
of various sorts. 

The prisoners attempted to re- 
sist when trapped by the police 
and drew thelr weapons, but were 
overcome by a ruse, as the springs 
in their revolvers had been filed 
away by a secret service operative 
who gained their confidence before 
the robbery was planned. Both are 
under 30 years of age, and expert 
chemists. They established a plant 
where, according ‘to the police 
imitations of famous products, 
rouge, soaps, tollet articles and in 
fact all well-known brands sold 
by leading druggists were manu- 
factured. -Bottles were labeled as 
the originals and only through the 
trained druggist’s expert eve could 
any difference from the legitimate 
products be noted, 

Their first big coup, the police 
say. was the robbery of the drtg 
store warerooms in which it was 
planned to substitute their imita- 
tion producta for the real articles. 
The real merchandise was then to 
be peddied from house to house 
“at lower prices’’ than sold in the 


@stores and distributed to custom- 


ers in other cities of the country. 
No explanation is made by either 
of the men why they preferred to 
first obtain the real merchandise 
and then re-sell this and run the 
risk of being caught while subati- 
tuting their imitation goods for 
the legitimate, and which resulted 
in their capture. It is beileved 
by the authorities that both pre- 
ferred to have their own products 
deposited in one large lot, setting 
first a blind for the police and to 
some extent casting suspicion on 
the drug store, thus covering their 
own trail while the real and stolen 
goods would be sold at leas risk. 

Zoltam shortly after his arrival 
in the city obtained employment as 
a chemist at a drug store. He sup- 
plied his partner with samples of 
the most pular brands of soap, 
powders, beautifying concoctions 
and other similar goods. These the 
two then manufactured to perfec- 
tion, both contents and container 
boxes were ready to replace the 
legitimate in the warehouse on the 
night of the robbery, the police 
assert. Zoltarm'’s carelessness after 
the theft of several keys necessary 
to enter the warehouse resulted in 
the owners of the store becoming 
aware that something was wrong. | 
He was watched, and detectives 
were able to trace manufacture of 
substitute keys to the warehouse 
and gradually a secret service op- 
erative gained the confidence of 
the two men and learned of the 
plot. It was this operative who 
filed their revolver springs on the 
night of the planned coup.

Set Low Record 
for Fatalities

VANCOUVER (B. C.) Jan. 16. 
What constitutes a world’s record 
was scored in British Columbia in 
1925 in the matter of fatalities in 
the coal] mines of the province. 

The death rate per million tons 
of coal mined, the basis usually 
taken in al! coal-mining countries 
on which to estimate the death 
rate, was but 2.4 per cent, a fig- 
ure not only the lowest in the his- 
tory of coal mining in the prov- 
ince, but a world’s record, as 
shown by a comparison with sta- 
tistics compiled in all other large 
coal-producing areas throughout 
the world. 

Official figures announced, alon 
with the foregoing by the Britis 
Columbia Department of Mines, 
show that in the past decade the 
best record established in any of 
the other leading coal-producing 
countries of fatalities per 1,009,000 
tons mined were as follows: Great 
Britain, 8.85; United States, 3.92: 
France, 4.74; Belgium, 5.73, and 
Prussia, 7.04.

HIGH SCHOOL 
FARMS PAY 
NEAT PROFIT 


Agricultural Students Cost 
State $126,000 and Earn 
Total of $200,000 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 16.—Teach- 
ing agriculture to high school boys 
cost the State of California $126,- 
000 last year, but the profits of the 
school farms totaled more than 
$200,000, so the boys won't worry 
if the taxpayer doesn't. 

These figures showing that agri- 
cultural courses in California high 
echoola more than earn their keep 
were revealed to the State Board 
of Bducation here today by Rich- 
ard J. Werner, State rector of 
Agricultural Education. Werner 
explained that all riske of deficits 
are avoided by admitti to agri- 
cultural training only who 
want toe become farmers. A re- 
quirement of the course is that 
each student must produce while 
learning, and in~ producing he is 
expected to be business man 
enough to produce at a profit. 

There ¥ now 2500 boys en- 
rolled itn high school agricultural 
courses, which is a 20 per cent 
increase over last year’s enroll- 
ment. Seventy-two schools are of- 
fering such training. 

In fourteen of the schools alone, 
Werner reported, 700 head of baby 
beeves are being raised for mar- 
ket. The animals are parceled out 
among the students and each boy 
is held r nsible for the business- 
Vike handling of his staock. He 
learns his theory at schoo! in the 
morning, and in the afternoon goes 
home to take care of the live 
stock intrusted to him. 

“It's no household -pet proposi- 
tion elther,” Werner emphasized. 
“We give a boy eight or ten brood 
sows to take home and he raises 4 
real carload of pigs.”

WIDOW INHERITS LAND 

When some six years ago Mrs. 
Evans became a widow, inherited 
the land from her husband and 
began administering it the now fa- 
mous “Evans case” first gained 
prominence. It was then strictly 
an tissue between Great Britain and 
Mexico. The story of Mra. Evans's 
life on the ranch remains a prac- 
tically untold chapter in the events 
of Mexico's recent history. 
The official report that Cunard 
Cummins gave to the London For- 
eign Office of her dangers and her 
personal bravery are related in 4 
White Book Issued on the subject 
by Downing street and its contents 
show a remarkable losing fight on 
the part of Mrs. Evans —— un- 
told odds. It tells of her fepeated 
repulse of armed invaders who 
sought to acquire sections of her 
land, relates how on one occasion, 
barricaded on the roof of her home 
on the ranch, she held off the as- 
sailants-at the point of a rifie and 
how secret Indian messengers, loy- 
al to her, rushed to Mexico City 
and reported the occurrences at 
‘the British Legation. 
It was about four years ago that 
Camp appeared on the stage of 
this diplomatic-tragic drama and 
offered his services-——giving no rea- 
son at all to Mrs. Evans—as man- 
ager of the ranch. Camp was re- 
ferred to by Cunard Cummins as 
“a brave y@ing American, only 
support a brave British woman 
had to depend upon.” Cunard Cum- 
minas’s attitude in the matter re- 
suited in his expulsion from the 
country by the Mexican govern- 
ment after ten days’ siege had been 
maintained by secret operatives on 
the British Legation. The entire

SOAP AND WATER 
TO CONQUER DISEASE 


A soap and water campaign for 
the purpose of keeping down the 
ravages of disease has been urged 
by a celebrated authority and it is 
said to have been very effective as 
carried out for some time past by 
the City Health Department of 
New York. The depurtment has re- 
cently issued a printed plea for the 
more frequent use of soap and wa- 


ter among the employees of indus- 
trial establishments and a formid- 
able ally to these is the clean towel, 
but it must be clean. As a means 
of keeping down communicable dis- 
ease, persons are urged to give the 
hands and face a good brisk clean- 
ing before lunch and later in the 
afternoon the same treatment is 
recommended for this 
well ag that of combating the 4 
o'clock fatigue which attacks many 
office workers.

Jn 1898 the number of typhoid 
cases in this area annually amount- 
ed to nearly 700 cases, or twenty- 
one to every 100,000 of population 
and in 1923 this had been brought 
down to 140 cases or two to every 
100,000 persons. The health au- 
thorities say that this is chiefly 
due to the voluntary enforcement 
of sanitary rules in the industries 
and the co-operation of the public 
in general.

Brought to Memory © 


Place Still ‘Remains 
Ancient Mexico

[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

ROMA (Tex.) Jan. 16.—Stand- 
ing upon the bank of the Rio 
Grande at Roma dne can see the 
spire of the ancient church in 
Mier, Mexico, five miles to the 
south of the river, rising out of 
the chaparral that surrounds the 
historic town where a band of 
Texas patriots immortalized them- 
selves eighty-three years ago while 
on @ desperate mission. Both Ro- 
ma and Mier are about to be 
placed in closer touch with the 
outside world by the construction 
of railroads from which they are 
now far removed. It is stat that 
the new line of the Missouri Pa- 
cific system, which was recently 
completed from Sam Fordyce to 
Rie Grande City, is to be extended 
up the river to Roma, eighteen 
miles, and that the Nationa] Ratl- 
ways of Mexico plans to construct 
a branch line from Camargo to 
Mier to tap the extensive coal 
beds that are situated near that 
town. 

Mier is a bit of old Mexico. 
Its chief interest to the few Amer- 
iceans who have ventured into the 
remote place is that it was the 
pcene of the sanguinary defeat of 
what is known as the “Mier Ex- 
pedition,” which set out from San 
Antonio late in 1842. 

The small force of Texans, num- 


preme courage, won 

then, by the treachery of the ene- 
my, lost it, were later imprisoned 
in Mexico City, where some were 
executed and others died in the 
most abject misery, while a few 
fortunate ones escaped. 

The purpose of the Mier erpe- 
dition into Mexico was to avenge 
the invasion of San Antonio by 
Gen. Adrian Woll, under orders 
of Santa Anna. The little band of 
Texans crossed the Rio Grande 
to the town of Mier which was 
defended by Gen. Ampudia and a 
force ¢stimated at 4000 trained 
soldiers. 


WIN AND LOSE 


The Texans defeated that force 
and then, surrendered to the van- 
quished, were sent in chains to 
Mexico City, where they worked 
on the public thoroughfares and 
thence sent to the gloomy fortress 
fof Perrote, where some died, some 
were pardoned, dnd from which 
seventeen escaped in one year by 
tunneli through the solid ma- 
sonry of the prison walls under 
@ moat and to liberty. A year lat- 
er sixteen others escaped by. tun- 
neling forty feet beneath the pris- 
on floors. 

The “Mier Expedition” was in 


er. It divided at Zapata, Tex., a 
portion marching overland on the 
east side of the river, the others 
ascending fhe river in fiat boats 
until they ‘came to a point seven 
miles above the town of Mier, 
where they camped, and from 
which point they crossed the river 
and entered the town which they 
found without troops. They suc- 
ceeded in entrenching themselves 
in houses and barricaded streets 
and alleys. 

Here for forty-eight hours a 
most remarkable battle was fought. 
An army of several thousand men 
was held at bay and charge after 
charge repelled by less than 300. 

The victorious Texas force took 
the Alcalde, Don Juan, with them 
as a hostage and returned to 
their camp where they were to 
await supplies. The day wore away 
and night came and went and no 
supplies arrived. 

A scouting party which had been 
left on the Mexican side reported 
at about 4 p.m. that ea large force 
of cavalry, under Ampudia had 


stopped by Ampudia. Thies tnfor- 
mation so angered the Texans 
that a hasty council of war was 
held and it was decided to cross 
the river and give battle. 


DRIVE ENEMY BACK 

They crossed the river at 6 
p.m. Christmas Day, whipped the 
enemy cavalry back to Mier and 
followed it to the banks of the 
river. Mier was invaded by 261 
men and officers, the rest having 
been left at the camp to guard 
the horses and equipment. At 7 
p.m. the advance into the town 
was begun. 
In less than an hour of the ad- 
vance into Mier, against over- 
whelming odds, the Texans fought 
their way to within a half-block of 
the Plaza de Armas, which was 
defended by three pieces of artii- 
lery, 1000 dnfantrymen and 2000 
cavalry and irregular troops.

Instead, they were marched far 
into the interior of Mexico along 
dusty roads, footsore, half-starved 
and many of them aick.

Some of 
the men were sick and confined in

At aunrise on 11, 1845.

UNIVERSITY IN NEW HOME 

A brilliant future is predicted 
for the University of British Co- 
lumbia, now that it is “done with 
tents and hovels” and is in posses- 
sion of ite superb new plant at 
Point Grey, states Ernest L. Har- 
ris, American Consul Genera! at 
Vancouver, in a report quoted in 
Schoo} Life, a publication of the 
Interior Department, Bureau of 
Education. The university was 
ertablished by the Privincial Legis- 
lature of British Columbia in 1890 
and began its corporate existence 
in 1915. It is an integral part of 
the educational] system of the 
Province and, as its calendar 
states, its policy is to promote ed- 
ucation in general and specifically 
to sérve ite constituency by teach- 
ing, research and extension work.

talent, a manuscript will receive 
consideration, no matter in what 
form it may be, provided it be 
legible. However, unless it pas- 
sesses and exceptional 
merit, it is not likely to receive fa- 
vorable consideration if it is in 
such condition as to show at first 
sight that the atthor is in ignor- 
ance of or deliberately fails to com- 
ply with the requirements 
of his craft. 


SHOULD BE EASY TO READ 


Since the writer hopes to please 
the editor and win an acceptance, 
it is obvious that he should not 


irritate or offend. by submitting 


work in slovenly form. His first 
thought should be to make his 
manuscript as easy to read and as 
convenient to handle es possible, 
in order that the editorial . atten- 


tion may not be distracted from thei 


story or the subject matter of the 
article. 

This means that the manuscript 
should be typewritten. This is not 
absolutely essential, but it is ex- 
tremely important. The suthor 
who submits a story in longhand 
handicaps himself at the outset, no 
matter how legible the writing may 
be. Preferably a black ribbon, and 
one in good condition should be 
used on the typewriter. The man- 
uscript should be double-spaced. 
with wide margins on both sides 
jand at top and bottom of each 


_sheet may used. The paper 
should be a -*.- bond, not too 
heavy, but by all means not of the 
flimsy eggshell weight. and the 
sheets should be of the standard

A single station becomes a bottle-neck, bound 
to create intolerable congestion of street traffic 
and make approach difficult and slow as the cl 
grows.

Most Important to Be Rid of Grade . 


The fact is that what began as a movement

thing, to do this upon a plan that leaves to shift 
for itself the Pacific Electric interurban railroad, 
although it is the principal carrier of passengers 
here and, by- reason of the popularity of its service 
and the growth of this city, has attached to its 
operations greater problems in Los Angeles than 
all the steam railroads put together, and affecting 
vastly more people. . 


The Southern Pacific is even charged with de- 


‘Jay in finding a way to create a union station, 


when the fact is we seek only to reach the main 


* object desired by the public from the beginning. _ 


The main object of public interest is to get rid of 


' the railroad crossings at grade. The union sta- 


tion has been lugged in without merit of its own. 
I remember well that after we applied in 


November, 1913, to the California Railroad Com- 


mission for permission to build our present pas- 
senger station on Central Avenue (now known as 
Central Station), the Commission granted that 
authority with the stipulation that the erection 


_of the new station and the relocation of the tracks 


should not be used as a defense against the separ- 

ation of grade crossings in the State of California. 

We strictly complied with this condition and 

yom nd began studies to separate grades in Los 
es. 


Grade Crossings a Menace 
The next phase was in 1916 when the Muni- 


cipal League filed complaint with the California 
Commission, asking for a union station as a 


means of obtaining relief on Alameda Street and 


other streets by the improvement and abolition 
of grade crossings. In 1916, at same time, the 


Central Development Association filed a complaint 
~ also calling for elimination of grade crossings. 


It was not until a year later, in 1917, that this 
Central Development Association amended its 
complaint to allege that in order to get rid of the 
grade crossings a union station would be neces- 
7 


. These proceedings were prompted by the seri- 
ous crossing accident which had occurred at the 
crossing of the Pacific Electric tracks on Aliso 
Street and the tracks of the Santa Fe Railway. 
The proceedings, joined in by several cities of the 
San Gabriel Valley, had the object of removing 
the dangerous railroad crossings at grade of the 
Pacific Electric Railway and of separating the 
grade crossings along Alameda Street. — 


Thus you see that the union station was 


brought in only because at that time those on the 
outside who had taken up the subject thought the 
separation of grade crossings could be obtained 
only through the creation of a union station. 
With this in view, the engineers of the California 


Railroad Commission tried to plan a union station | 


at the north end of town, but any matured plans 
of the kind proved to be so costly and uninviting 
as not to be practicable, and after ten years the 
crossings at grade still remain. 


Why a Union Station? 


The public is growing curious as to why a 
union station. . The union station has become a 
sort of Bogey-Man to call names and make queer 
pictures, but it has nothing to do with the prog- 


ress or prosperity of Los Angeles. The destiny 


of Los Angeles does not hang upon a union sta- 
tion. The Southern Pacific and the Union Pacific 
have great and lasting interest in having suitable 


terminal facilities, and the traveling public ap- - 


prove the present Central Passenger Station. 


The Santa Fe has several times stated its 


desire to build a modern passenger station in 


Los Angeles which will be satisfactory to the 
traveling public. No one can gainsay their 


interest in the matter either. 


With the Pacific Electric having access to the 
Southern Pacific passenger station as proposed ; 
—the Union Pacific continuing in the use of this 
station,—-Los Angeles will have such a station 
as will naturally be of service, and when the 
Santa Fe builds its station, as it is ready to do 
at once, a naturr] facility will be added. It is 


true that this plan does not put all the traffic | 
_ into one spot, but it does give the passenger con- 
venient and adequate service for decades to 


come, without threat of congestion within a 
single funnel. The Central Station site will thus 
be preserved and not wasted, and the Santa Fe 
will have its own station, each rendering its own 
service in a proper and adequate way, which is 
all the public cares about. 


The four Presidents’ plan is the only one-that 
will accomplish this and remove .the grade 
crossings at the same time. 


Importance of Grade Crossing Relief 


The importance of getting rid of grade cross- 
ings in the districts of Los Angeles concerned 
can be stated in round figures as to Pacific Elec- 
tric trains alone as follows: 2 


Number of their trains moving daily 
over street crossings 
. Number of train movements daily 
over these crossings ...... «18,000 
Number of people carried dafly on - 


That is to say, in these trains 50,000 people 
are affected every day by difficulties of mov- 
ing over the street crossings. There are 18,000 
train movements in a day over these crossi g. 
and every movement slows down and affects the 
other traffic at each of those points, in addi- 
tion to the hazard. In this great movement, 


1200 trains are concerned and among these is . 


not counted any street car line. The street car 


does a pick-up and set-down business for the 


convenience of the local residents or local 
visitors. To this add the train movements of 
Southern Pacific, Union Pacific and Santa Fe 
at street crossings and along the streets. 


When all is considered, it does not take much © 


of an observer to perceive that the burning 
question is to get rid of the grade crossing train 


movements, which inconvenience people daily . 
by the hundreds of thousands, that the union —~ 


station is not an essential question and scarcely 
touches the public interest. The public is inter- 
ested only in good service in the passenger sta- 
tion and on the train used on the trip. | 


People Want Trains Off Streets 


The plan of the four Presidents called by 
what name anybody pleases is the only plan 
that will take the trains off the streets. It can 
be done in a year and a half. Then there will 
be no more train movements on the streets. 
Let me say again eighteen months’ work will 
accomplish this great achievement. After the 
work is done there will be ao trains on Alameda 


Street; on that street only the freight car 


switching will be done. which industries there 


requiré, mostly at night. There will not be a 


Pacific Electric interurban passenger train on 
Main Street, on San Pedro Street, on Ninth 
Street, Los Angeles Street or Aliso Street. The 
streets will be cleared of electric interurban and 
steam passenger trains. Elevated trains will 
take the passengers swiftly into and out of Los 


Angeles on overhead structures of modern de- © 


sign. The elevation we propose is not in the 
streets but along private right of way through 
the industrial district and outlying. It is not 
in either residential or retail districts. It is 
selected with the view of not being objection- 
able to any responsible citizen and so that even 
overhead street crossings will give ample clear- 
arice. As to grades, curves and height, it is in 
accordance with good practice. Pacific Elec- 
tric passengers will have ready means of 
access to the Central Station or the Santa Fe 


Station without having to leave their trains . 
to cross a street at grade, for an ample way 


on easy incline will be at their service, whether 
to or from Southern Pacific, Union Pacific or 
Santa Fe platforms. 

The effect will be to annex to Los Angeles 
in 1927 a wide area in four counties through 


the quickened service that will bring their 


people into and out of Los Angeles. 
All of this can be done for much léss money 


and with greater convenience to the traveling 


public than by any other plan. oe 

Even more than this is done by the plan of 
the railroads, namely, within a year and a half 
from the time the work begins there will be 


afforded to the citizens of Los Angeles and 


visitors within her gates, whether on foot, in 
automobiles or in street cars, the great boon of 
being no longer subject to the trying delays 
daily which are now caused by trains on the 
streets and at the street crossings, with the 
crowding and jostling, the fears and the risks, 
that are part of the existing state of things in- 
jurious to Los Angeles, 


No Need for Passenger Station at North End 


The California Railroad Commission has 
stated in the first portion of the hearing which 
adjourned recently in this city to be continued 


in March, that they wish to consider every plan 
presented and that no plan is pre-judged. 


As above alluded to, the Southern Pacific 


holds title to its station grounds under a rever- 


sion clause or what in law is known as a “con- 
dition subsequent” to the effect that the land 
“shall be used for a general railroad passenger 
station and for general baggage and express 
business and not otherwise, and that the prem- 
ises shall revert to the grantors or their heirs. 
executors, administrators or assigns upon breach 
of said conditions.” The Southern Pacific 
objects to any proposal that would force 
us from the present location and cause us to 
incur the great hazard of uncompensated_loss 
(following years of probable litigation) of the 
very valuable and useful property we now oc- 
cupy, while demanding of us new and heavy _ 
obligations to provide inferior facilities else- 


where. It is calmly proposed that we scrap | | 


what we have. We ask you to think of that. 


It is true that the Southern Pacific has ac-. 
quired extensive properties at the north end, 
formerly known as the Hanchett properties, and 
it is excellent city property between Macy and 
Aliso streets, east of Alameda street, from 
which it might be assumed that our own interest 
should now favor a passenger station in that lo- 
cality. But self-interest in the ownership of 
lands in that vicinity does not change our rela- 
tion to the public interest, a study of which only | 
confirms objection against the proposal to es- 
tablish a station east of Alameda street, north 
of Aliso street. 

Why Move the Stations? | 
The Southern Pacific continued to stop its 
nger trains at River Station until the call 
or stop there ceased, because passengers quit 
using that end of town for getting on or off the 
trains. Yet it is proposed now to force the car- 
riers to move from the convenient locations, 
where they have their properties and where 
their money is invested, to a locality already 
tending to congestion, where no important. 
building has been carried on in ten years, and 
which the traveler has long since declined to 

use as a stopping place. | 


_‘What would be thought of a’ proposal to 
move three or four of the great department 
stores from their present locations in the busi- 
ness district and force them to a location east of 
Alameda street, north of Aliso street, on the 
theory that it is to the public interest? In a like 
manner the public expects the ratiroads to serve 
them in passenger stations conveniently located, 
and it is as important to a railroad as to a de- 


.partment store, for both are seeking business 


by serving the public convenience. 
Let Passenger Stations Stay Where 
They Are 
At present sites there is plenty of room for 


decades to come. Enlargements can be and 
will be made as needed. The new Pacific Elec- 


tric facilities added, give a result that serves 
the real convenience of the public using the 


stations. It is service that counts in the growth 
of a city. | 

As said already, the north end of Los Ange- 
les is excellent property, which will have a 
development most assuredly, but that section 
is not adapted to a passenger station. It is not 
needed there, even if the site were suitable in 
other ways. Shops, hotels, office buildings and 


population of Los Angeles are moving steadily 


south and west, away from the Plaza, and have 
been so moving ever since the Plaza plan was 
broached ten years ago. The direction in which 
a city steadily grows for ten years is the human 
factor that cannot be ignored by prudent men. | 

The Plaza plan first presented has been 
abandoned by everybody. The modified Plaza 
plan is worse than the first one, and its best 
friends have to admit that it does not rid the 
city of the objectionable grade crossings which 
are the reason alleged for the union station 
proposal. \ . 

When the Southern Pacific built its station 
in 1915, the California Commission in authoriz- 
ing it recited that “‘the structure to be erected 
under these plans will be efficient and ample 
to provide for the problem of passenger traffic 
coming into and leaving a city several times 
the present size of Los Angeles.” That formal — 
statement of the Commission in 1915 time has 
proved to be true, and the Southern Pacific 


will see to it that it will hold true for a genera- 


tion to come, making such improvements as the 
travel may require in the growth and prosperity 
of the city, for we are as proud of Los Angeles 
as any of her citizens can be. | 


The Greatest Good for the Greatest Number 


This statement is not intended to present 
all points, as that would make it too long to he 
read convepiently, but it aims to give the main | 
points and guiding considerations. ‘The presi- 
dents of the four railroads present it in good 
faith and rely upon the support of the public.

Mr. Lacy, Sr 
Was one of my warmest and best 
friends and I hold his entire fam- 
ily with highest regard and esteem 
and in differentiating with Mr. 
William Lacy's views I am doing 
so in no unkindly spirit, but elm- 
to lay before him and others 
who may have similar views a few 
salient facts. 

u say, “Yivery day I pass the 
Plaza site on the way to our works 
and I am fully acquainted with the 
terrible traffic congestion there. 
The establishment of the Civic 
Center will increase that conges- 
tien and it is utterly insane to com- 
plicate the situation further by a 
union station in that part of the 
city. To put an individual railroad 
station there would be folly: a 
union station would be much 
worse, of course. for concentration 
produces congestion and the site 
ie already a hottie neck.

COUNTER-ATTACK 

In the midst of political and partisan 
investigations at Washington that injure 
much more than they help, that are born 
of politi-animosities and ambitions, that are 
mosquito-like carriers of poison propaganda, 
the proposed investigation into political and 
private monopolistic control of the exporta- 
tion of raw materials from foreign coun- 
tries stands forth like an electrolier in a 
dark alley. 

This is something in which the whole peo- 
ple of the United States are concerned, for 
itt has a far-reaching and increasing effect 
on the cost of living. With only about one- 
twentieth of the world’s population, this 
country. now. has more than one-half the 
world’s gold. Greedy arms are stretching 


} forth from the shores of the seven seas, and 


greedy palms are itching for a share of that 
treasure. There is no closed season for 
these foreign fortune hunters, both national 
and individual. 

Herbert Hoover, Secretary of Commerce, 
has sounded a warning that we must take 
national cognizance of this condition and 
adopt defensive measures, or submit to the 
pillage. In a recent interview giver to the 
New York Times he sald: 


During recent years we have wit- 
nested governments deliberately, by 
special legislation, erecting monopoiies 
to contro] the trade in raw materials of 
which they possess the dominant por- 
tion of the world’s supply, for thé pur- 
pose ef fixing prices of these essential 
commodities against-consumers in fifty 
or more nations of the world. 

At least eight different raw materials 
have been thus put under such controls 
by special legislation, and several oth- 
ers are in effect similarly controlled by 
periodic governmental support rather 
than by legislative machinery. Several 

- More ean be so controlled by action ef 
a single government, or by agreements 
between governments. We hear that 
some such agreements are now in ne- 
gotiation. We have never conuntenanced 
this kind of thing in the United States. 
There is no connection between a pro- 

tective tariff and the kind of contro! to 
which Secretary Hoover refers. A protec- 
tive tariff is levied on foreign goods brought 
into a country. It Is a legitimate protec. 
tion of a standard of living. In this coun-

This control applies to British Malay and | 


Ceylon, with a probibitive export tax on 
all rubber shipped in excess of announced 
allowanees. The present allowance is ‘ 
per cent of an assessed standard allowance. 
The pivotal price is 1 shilling 3 pence. . 
British Malay and Ceylon produce 70 per 
cent of the werld’s rubber.” 

Government control of the amount that 
may be exported and the price below which 
it cannot be sold: that is the kind of mo 
nopoly against which Secretary Hoover 
protests. We could easily retaliate wer 
we equally lacking in business integrity b: 
limiting the export of oil or gasoline and 
fixing an export price that would compel 
other countries to pay several times the 
price charged local consumers. But, as Sec- 
retary Hooyer says, “We have never coun- 
tenanced anything of the kind in the United 
States.” 


What are we going to do about it? Is there 
anything that can be done? Secretary 
Hoover thinks there is. At least he asks, 
“If not, why not?” And Hoover is not ad- 
dicted to loose conversation. When he 
speaks of “some such agreements now jn 
he refers to confidential re- 
ports from oun foreign representatives. He 
poses three leading questions: “Have 
our citizens a right to uppeal to our gov- 
ernment to aid them in remedying injustice 
that they may suffer from such practices? 
Shall our government refuse to take cog- 
Is it not a 
national obligation to secure a free flow 
of raw materials upon which national life 
is much dependent?” 

The first thing necessary is a nonpartisan 
investigation to determine to what extent 
this country is discriminated against. When 
the foreign monopolies aré exposed it will. 
be for the executive and législative depart 
ments of our government to determine 
what can and should be done to protect 
the American consumers from. monopolistic 
spoliation. That something can be done ‘ 
almost a certainty; fof Secretary Hoover 
tias never yet started anything he was un- 
able to finish.

mony with modern requirements 
Most of the points which were 
taken by Dr. Aked are such 


woulki naturally occur to the intel- | 


ligent cttizen, but many Of these 
are already ‘provided for in the 
law, although not enforced in prac- 
tice. Many more points of far- 
reaching importance arise every 
day in the courts. 

In considering portions of our 
criminal precedure it is above all 
important to bear in mind the first 
object of the criminal law. It is 
the only weapon which the com- 
munity has in time of peace with | 
which to protect itself against per- 
sons who break the peace. 
individual who makes war upon 
society, the man who goes up 
against the State, must be dealt 
with in time of peace with cer- 
tainty, with quickness and, if need 
be, with severity as in time of 
war. The courts of justice with 
their officials, the lawyers, the po- 
lice officers, are all part of the 
standing army used by the people 
for their own protection in time of 
peace. 


WELFARE OF PEOPLE FIRST 

The first consideration must be 
the safety and the welfare of the 
peopie, not the mental condition of 
‘the accused and not the possibility 
of injustice sometimes occurring. 
Human institutions in their work- 
ing out-are fallible. Nothing of 
man's work is perfect, but the im- 
perfections of the accused have 
beech too much urged as the chief 
matters for consideration in crimi- 
bal cases, Far too frequently we 
read sob sisters’ stories and sym- 
pathetic appeals worked up on be- 
half of relatives of the prisoner or 
on account of some asserted ex- 
tenuatine circumstances in favor 
of the accused. The only proper 
place fer such matters is in the 
trial or at the time of sentence in 


the criminal court under the rules | 
of evidence prescribed by the law. | 


Let us get back to sane thinking 


and a rugged. independence of | 


justice. Let us return to the an- 


cient path, broad and clear. Let 
us keep it clean. So may we free: 


thie land from its present reproach 


and assure for those who come | 


after us impartial and speedy ad- 
ministration of justice. 


The method of bringing a sus-_ 
pected person before a court is 
usually Dy warrant and this is is- 


sued at the discretion of any of 
the employees in the District At- 


torney’s office. Too frequently a/| 
Warrant is issued from the office| 


of a City Prosecutor or of a Dis- 
trict Attorney upon the authority 


of some young lawyer who has not | 
had ten years’ experience in the'| 
practice ef the law. The issue of | 


a warrant is an important judicial 
act. It is a direct interference 
with the liberty of the citizen. A 
warrant ought only to be granted 
by a judicial officer after careful 
investigation upon the oath of 
eredidie witnesses. It is not just 


that the official who will prosecute |i 


the accused, namely, a mé@mber 
@f the District Attorney's office or 
of the City Prosecutor's office, 
should have the right to decide 
whether a warrant ought to issue 
in the first instance. Such power 
makes him a judge in his own 
case. A summons should al- 
ways be first issued calling upon 
a suspected person to appear be- 
fore a justice of the peace and 
oniy if the charge is a serious 
one ought a warrant to issue upon 
the order of a justice of the peace. 


INITIAL HEARING URGED 

A preliminary examination be- 
fore a magistrate ought to be made 
essential in every case. The 
method of going before a grand 
jury and Paving an indictment 
found against a suspected person 
and then’ putting him upon his 
- trial without any previous notice 
of the character of the evidence 
to be adduced against him ought 
to be abolished. The accused 
person is entitled to have at the 
preliminary hearing full informa- 
tion of the evidence to be brought 
against him and to be given rea- 
sonable time to prepare his own 
ease if he is committed for trial. 
At the hearing before the magis- 
trate the accused should have just 
the same rights to defend himeelf 
by witnesses or legal advice as are 
given to him at the trial. 

At the preliminary examination 
thes magistrate may dismiss the 
case or he may decide to commit 
the accused for trial. At present 
the law limite the charge at the 
trial to the one upon which the 
commitment is made by the -mak- 
istrate and if a mistake is made 
in the commitment the District 
Attorney is prectuded from pre- 
ferring a charge which would 
otherwise be supported by the evi- 
dence. The law ought to be clear 
that any offense which ifs sup- 
ported by the evidence given be- 
fore the maxistrate be 
the subfect of a charge by wa 
of information or be. 
fore the grand jury. 

Rall should be given to an ac- 
cused person after he ts brought 
before the magistrate and at any 
time up to the date of his final 
trial. in every case, according to 
the discretion of the judicial of- 
ficer. who should be a justice of 
the peace, and if necessary by way 
of appeal, any judge of the Su- 
perior Court. The pewer of the 
judge or magistrate to grant bai! 
is to be exercized according to the 
well-known rules controlling judi- 
cial authority. For his discretion 
doesn not mean what he himself 
may fancy or think In his unfet- 
tered opinion, but what the facts 
of the case call for, according to 
the well-known observed prece-

Radio’s Service 
in Agriculture 


Expert’s Theme 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—The 
growing importance of radio as a 
factor in the future of American 
agriculture, emphasized by A. At- 
water Kent, at the recent National 
Radio Conference here, is given 
recognition by the United States 
Department of Agriculture in steps 
now being taken to extend and im- 
prove radio service for the farmer. 
Under orders of Secretary Jar- 
dine, an expert has been named 
to take over control of the de- 
partment’s radio activities, here- 
tofore divided, and to undertake 
a definite, systematic development 
of radio service touching agricul- 
ture. 
This work will not be confined 
to channels directly under Federal 
control. It will seek the co-oper- 
ation of State and local agencies, 
both public and private, in carry- 
ing the largest possible measure 
of pleasure and profit into 
homes of America’s farm families. 
Secretary Jardine himself sees 
the farm as the field of radio's 
greatest contribution to civilization. 
While still president of the Kan- 
Sas State Agricultural College, he 
was instrumental in weing radio, 
for the first time, in broadcasting 
the agricultural! extension work of 
that institution. 
“Radio,” says Secretary Jardine, 
“ls already a vita! factor in the 
economic and intellectual life of 
the farmer. The part it will exert 
in the future is beyond calculation. 
It is easy to foresee millions of dol- 
lars added to the value of agricul- 
ture through the employment of 
ane imparted by radio instruc- 
tion.”

FAMILIAR NICKNAME 
BAFFLES HISTORIANS 


“Old Lady of Threadneedle Street” 
Laid by Some to Cartoon 


The origin of “The Old Lady of 
Threadneedle Street,” the nickname 
of the Bank of England, never has 
been definitely established, but “the 
London Economist” traces the ap- 
pelation back as far as May 22. 
1797, when Willlam Pitt induced 
Parliament to sukpend cash pay- 
ments at the bank. 

This moved Gilray to draw his 
famous cartoon, which shows an 
old lady, seated on a chest labeled 
;*Bank of England,” being savage- 


ly attacked by Pitt. The drawing 
was published on May 22, 1797, 
with the caption: “Political Rav- 
ishment, or the Old Lady of 


Threadneedie Street in Danger.” 


But, it is argued, Giiray may 
have made use of an old idea. As 
early as 1695, a medaiiion ap- 


‘peared, and still appears, on .the 
bank's notes. It consists of a seat- 
ed, draped figure, with the head 
uncovered, holding a sprig in one 
hand and a -spear in the other, 
and throughout more than 200 
years it has remained substantially 
the same, 

“In this medallion,” says a writ- 
er in a recent namber of the bank's 
staff magazine, “if only by reason 
of the extraordinary persistence of 
the essential details, we have a 
perfectiy reasonable explanation of 

ithe origin of the phrase, ‘The Old 
‘Lady of Threadneedle Street.” 
Moreover, he adds that it is not 
/unlikely that the medallion was the 
(bank's sign when signs were uni- 
versally used, and that In the ar- 
ichives there are old letters ad- 
| Gressed to the bank “‘at ye sign of 
jthe (Old) Lady tn Threadneedie 
| (or Threeneedie) Street.” On the 
/'whole, the medallion provides the 
\most acceptable explanatiorof the 
‘origin of the familiar phrase 80 
,often attributed to Cobbet. 

| So prolife in new departments 
has the “Old Lady” become under 
the stress of new functions forced 
upon her by war and post-war fi- 
inancial developments that her 
children became too numerous to 
be housed -under the roof of the 
old name. Now the famous prem- 
ises are being rebuilt in magnifi- 
leent fashion to provide all neces- 
sary accommodation, When the 
new imposing structure has arisen, 
may we not expect the old name 
» give way to a new one—perhaps 
“The Belle of Threadneedle 
| Street?”

SCHOOL FOR BLIND AND DEAF 
IN HONOLULU DOING NOBLY 
“AMONG HAWAIIAN CHILDREN 


BY BARBARA MILLER 


Leaving far behind Honolulu’s 
narrow, slanting streets — qu 
mixture of Orient and Occident— 
the careless sweep of beach that 
is Waikiki, the Moana Hotel, cen- 
ter of the city’s gayety, and turn- 
ing from the summer sea toward 
the hills, one comes upon a littie 
group of cottages, clustered about 
an old plantation house—the Ter- 
ritorial School for the Deaf and 
Blind. 

Decidedly, there is more than 
a touch of incongruous in the ve 
presence of this school in suc 
a rad.ant land, where dark, pain- 
ful happenings must be so rare. 

But the women of Honolulu 
have refused to close their 


the result of their efforts during 
the last ten years, fifty-nine cruel- 
ly handicapped children are be- 
ing fitted to take their placeg in 
the world, to become useful mem- 
bers of the community, rather 
than burdens upon their parents, 
or mere family drudges, as s0 
often has been the case in the 
past, especially among the girls. 


NEW ERA 


Since last September, Mra. Ma- 
bel Lacy has been superintendent 
of the Territorial school. While 
taking a summer course at the 
University of California, she heard 
of the opening here and applied 
for the position. For ten years 
she was prominent in such work 
in Grand Rapids, Mich., and more 
recently served as head of speech- 
correction in the city schools of 
Madison, Wis. 

With her coming, a new era for 
the Territorial school has begun. 
As has never been the case in the 
past, public|demonstrations of the 
work of the children are being 
given. In this way the parents, 
asx well as the various teachers, 
who must place similarly afflicted 


a children, are becoming acquainted 


with schoo] methods and achieve- 
ments. 

The first move in her campaign 
was a Thanksgiving party, held 
just before that holiday. One of 
the most pathetic parties imagin- 
able, because of the very uncon- 
sciousness of the children of their 
plight. But highly enlightening, 
névertheless. 

The Territorial school is’'a real 
melting-pot, characteristic of Hon- 
olulu., where Japanese, Chinese, 
Koreans, Hawalians, study and 
play together, all Americanized, 
all struggling against a common 
handicap. 

At this Thanksgiving party chil- 
dren who had never heard a sound 
—of church  belis, of haunting 
Hawaiian music, of negligent surf 
—sang, “Lord, We Thank Thee.” 
And other many biind 


eyes | 
to the unpleasant reality and, as| 


since birth to the unthinkable 
beauties about them, “read” tales 
of the first Thanksgiving, while 
their classmates presented the old 
Puritan story in semipantomime., 
with bits of guttural conversation. 


TADGHT SOUNDS 

The first-graders gave a typical 
class demonstration, showing how, 
regardiess of age, they first. are 
taught sounds by a series of voice 
exercises. Words follow, then the 
correlation of names and the ob- 
jects they represent. 

“The greatest force we have to 
combat ‘s the mistrust. of the 
parents, themselves,” explained 
Mrs. Lacy. “They hesitate to let 
their babies go-so far away from 
home. And who can blame them? 
This is partiguiarly the case when 
the children must be sent from 
other islands. 

“But we are gradually gaining 
their confidence and by such dem- 
onstrations as the one today are 
thowing the parents just how 
much we are able to help their 
children. At Christma« anoth> 
demonstration was given before 
members of the teachers’ institureé 
attended by teachers from all the 
Hawalian Islands. They went back 
to their school and explained our 
work to parents who should send 
their children to us. 

“See that little boy over there? 
The one in the long trousers. We 
call him ‘Cowboy,’ for he is always 
playing at being one. That child 
has been deaf all his life. His 
mother died when he was born 
and the father carried the baby 
on his back while he worked in 
the cane fields. The father moved 
over to this teland so that he can 
see the boy often.”

As to a general compari- 
son in the amount of build- 
ing done in the two States, 
the latest figures for Florida 


at hand are the total for five — 


of her cities for the year 
1924 amounting to $35,197,- 
682. For the same period in 
California the total for four- 
teen cities was $298,093,855. 
The figures must be given 
that way here because they 
are the only general totals 
available for the two States 
covering a similar recent pe- 
riod of time. No effort was 
made to “hand pick” the 
cities in either State so that 
the figures represent a gen- 
eral average. More recent 
building figures covering 
Los Angeles and Miami will 
be presented further on in 
this article. 

The above constitutes a 
general picture of the two 


States. Now for a few 
_ “close-ups.” 
It may be thought that in 


presenting the above gen- 
eral picture of the two 
States an unfair advantage 
has been taken of Florida 


because geographically Cali- 


fornia is much larger than 
Florida. Well, let’s just nar- 
row California down a bit, 


to meet that possible objec- 


tion and note the result. 
‘The ten southern counties 
of California have nearly 
three times as much farm 
produce as Florida, about 
three and one-half times as 
much manufacturing as 


Florida, and about five 


times as much minerals 
alone as Florida’s combined 
mineral and forest produc- 
tions. And that means the 
entire State of Florida. 


The matter of climate is 
important, of course. The 
average or mean tempera- 
ture of a community tells 
little of the whole story of 
climate. .The extremes of 
temperatures in a_ given 
community tell more.  Cli- 
matically, the year 1923 is 
considered as a fair average 
“climate” year over the 
country. For that year the 
lowest temperautre at Jack- 
sonville was 10 deg. For 
Los Angeles, 28 deg. And it 
gets decidedly hotter in 
Jacksonville than in Los An- 
geles. For instance, for 
thirty-eight days last year 
the thermometer at Jack- 
sonville stood at 90 deg. or 
above. And at Los Angeles 
during the same vear there 
were only nine such days.

Jacksonville had 102 clear 
days in ‘1923 and Los Ange- 
les had 225 clear days. Jack- 
sonville registered 29 per 


cent sunshine and Los An-

There were four times as 
many rainy days in Florida 
(129) as in California (thir- 
ty-three) in 1923. The high- 
est wind ever recorded in 
Los Angeles was forty- 
eight miles per hour, where- 
as in Jacksonville the high- 
est wind blew at seventy- 
five miles per hour. 


Of course, the compara- 
tive prices which land 
brings in both places has 
been discussed from al] an- 
gles, an oft-repeated state- 
ment from Florida being 
that land in Miami brings 
higher prices than does land 
at Seventh and Broadway, 
in Les Angeles. And your 
Los Angeles realtor and 
banker remarks: “Yes, it 
merely goes to show how 


highly inflated Florida land

ture of Florida industrially, 
the question is fairly asked: 
“Has Florida really an op- 
portunity for an industrial 
growth at all comparable to 
her present real estate 
‘boom’?” Economic experts 
point out that Florida is 
poorly situated for indus- 
trial growth. For manu- 
facturing she is “out of, 
luck,” both as to raw mate- 
rials and as to power. She 
has neither steam, coal or 
fuel ofl for power purposes. 


Nor has she water for hy- 


droelectric development. 

California has a great 
“hinterland” to draw from 
and to market to industrial- 
ly. And she has fuel oi] and 
countless dam sites for hy- 
droelectric power develop- 
ment.'

In some quarters Florida 
is frank to admit that she 
has not much of a future for 
industrial or great agricul- 
tural growth; that she has 
launched forth on a gigantic 
scale selling a mammoth 


playground to the rest of the 


country. In other words, 


that her growth is merely a 
“tourists’ growth.” But the 
economic experts step for- 


ward again and point out 


that a tourist business 
makes Florida subject to 
large fluctuations due to the 
economic business cycles of 
the entire country. 

California not only has a 
playground where to enter- 
tain the tourist, but she has 
a workshop in which she is 
constantly working — a 
workshop that is constantly 
growing. A workshop built 
at the threshold of the Ori- 
ent with its endless markets. 


As to cold cash and its 
distribution, here is a pic- 
ture of the two States: The 
income-tax returns for Cali- 
fornia for 1925 amount to 
twice those of Florida. (And 
that means Federal income 
tax, which is operative in 
Florida as in the rest of the 
States, regardless of impres- 
sions to the contrary.) The 
tax returns per 100 families 
in California are almost two 
and one-half times those of 
‘Florida per 100 families. 
And the passenger automo- 
biles per 100 families in 
California are over twice 
the number per 100 families 
in Florida.

EN? VESSEL of the United States Navy has 
created more interest among citizens of mechani- 
cal tendencies than the repair ship Medusa, a unit of the 
battle fleet with Los Angeles Harbor as its home base.. 
The huge vessel was commissioned as repair ship No. 1 
October 4, 1924, at Bremerton, Wash., having been built 
at the Puget Sound Navy Yard at a cost of more than 


$5,000,000. 


The ship is commanded by Commander Milton S. 
Davis, who relieved Capt. R. T. Menner, her first com- 
manding officer. The Medusa took the place in the bat- 
tle fleet of the old repair vessel Prometheus, a familiar 
sight around San Pedro for several years, as she was then 
the only repair vessel. The Prometheus, however, was 
constructed as a navy collier and was relieved as a repair 
vessel when the new ship was commissioned. 

The Medusa, like the hospital and train vessels, 
accompanies the fleet on long cruises and is equipped with 
the latest apparatus and machinery for repairing the 


large jobs on board our bat- 
tleships and destroyers as 
well as the very smallest 
work, such as watches, 
range-finders, submarine 
periscopes and chronome- 
ters, delicate but vital addi- 
tions to the efficiency of our 
fighting craft. 

This great repair vessel is 
known throughout the fleet 
asa “floating navy yard,” 
for her equipment includes 
a machine shop second to 
none afloat. It em

Record for Travel 


Proving that she was the 
most efficient vessel of her 
type in the world, the Me- 
dusa accompanied the fleet 
on the Australian cruise and 
never suffered a_ single 
breakdown nor missed a 
beat of her own 7000-horse- 
power geared turbine en- 
gines. She carries 1800 tons 
of fuel oi] in nearly 100 sep- 
arate tanks, giving her a 
cruising radius of 13,500 
miles at a speed of eleven 
knots, although she made 
seventeen knots on her speed 
trials off the .Washington- 
Oregon coasts before hav- 
ing been accepted by the 
board of naval officers who 
inspected the big craft after 
her “shake-down” cruise. 

By throwing a ,. small 
switch. two interlocking gy- 
ro-compasses, either of 
which can be utilized, the 
course of the vessel can be 
determined.

One of the big items in 


the life of the navy man, as 
their many friends on the 
shore can verify, is the 
“chow,” our word for eats. 
The Medusa is not only 
equipped with a galley sec- 
ond to none but carries a 
supply of choice viands that 
will last for several months 
in the event that it is neces- 
sary to cruise that long. Her 
storerooms have space for 
meat, fresh provisions and 
dry foods that will last the 
ship’s company of thirty- 
three officers and 480 en- 
listed men, most of whom 
are highly trained mechan- 
ics, nine months. 

The vessel is 484 feet 
long, has a width of seventy 
feet, draws nineteen feet of 
water, and displaces 11,000 
tons. Her armament is very 
limited. She carries but

Artistic Carpenters 


Allied with all these im- — 


portant repair units is the 
carpenter shop, where wood- 
workers and ; atternmakers 
“hang out,” sut keep busy 
as do others of the ship’s 
company. About twenty 
men are employed in this 
shop and they make every- 
thing from small cabinets 
for the admiral’s office on 
the “big flag” to heavy main 
and auarter booms for the 
battleships’ boats to secure 
to. The very finest woods 
from all parts of the world 
are carried on this ship. in- 
cluding rosewood from Mex- 
ico. ebony from the Orient, 
and teakwood from India. 

Among the many impor- 
tant shops is the electrical 
repair unit of the vessel. 
Every conceivable repair job 
on motors, electric drives, 
great rotors in the battle- 
ships. rewinding armatures, 
installing switchboards, car- 
ing for communication lines, 
electric lighting plants in all 
types of vessels, fire-control 
apparatus, control tower 
conduit and wiring, and in 
fact a general “electrical 
contractor” is the best word 
for this busy shop. 

Four great oil-burning 
forges are loca 
blacksmith shop, said to be 
the most modern afloat.

Good Work Demanded 


Ninety per cent of the 
men of the Medusa are 
skilled mechanics. *They 
work but six and a half 
hours a day, unless in the 


case of extreme emergencies. 
Ample living space is en- 
joyed by the crew of the big 
vessel despite the fact that 
every inch of her decks and 
storerooms are utilized. . 
The mechanics are in- 
structed to turn out good 
work rather than poor jobs 
hurried through. Not a 
few men of the Medusa’s 
crew are from big factories 
in civil life, such as the El- 
gin Watch Company, Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation, 
Ford’s auto plant and many 
others. In fact. the crew 
might be called the greatest 
assemblage of skilled crafts-

WORLD COURT. By Antonio 
Banches de Bustamante. Presented by 
The American Foundation through 
The Macmillan Company, New York. 
This is an authoritative and Iil- 
luminating story of the World 
Court, by an international jurist 
of the first rank, a judge of the 
Permanent Court of International 
Justice, member of The Hague 
Court of Arvitration and vice-presi- 
dent of the Institute of Interna- 
tional Law. ; 

Judge Bustamante describes in 
detail what does and what does not 
come within the court's jurisdjc- 
tion; the court’s relation to the 
League of Nations; the manner of 
electing the judges: and, most im- 
portant of all, he effectively and 
clearly demolishes the charge so 
often and so persistently put for- 
ward by the opponents of the 
court, that the judges represent na- 
tional Interests only. In fact, there 
is nothing that the most violent 
irreconcilable can ask in the way 
of a question about the court that 
this learned and frank jurist and 
scholar has not undertaken to an- 
swer clearly and dispassionately. 

He traces the history of man- 
kind’s attempts to organize some 
such tribunal] as the present World 
Court back to the days when Del- 
phos and Thermopylae flourished. 
He shows how the first attempts 
were futile because of circum- 
stances that the well-meaning 
statesmen who were promoting the 
idea were unable to overcome. But 
in this he uses but small space for 
he is primarily interested in set- 
ting before the world just what 
the present World Court is, what 


raised, usually by opponents of 


“How,” it is asked, “Is the court 
going to enforce its awards?” The 
answer to this question is found 
in the fact that the court hag al- 
ready rendered a number of im- 
portant decisions, and they have 
been complied with by the nations 
against whom the decisions were 
rendered. As a. matter of fact, the 
court has behind it a very vital 
and powerful force. namely, public 
opinion, as distinguished from force 
in a military sense. A recent writ- 
er in discussing the force behind an 
arbitral award says: “The dis- 
tinction must be kept clear between 
force, which is the physical in- 
strument of authority, and author- 
ity, which is the moral support of 
force.” This writer points out 
that “authority may maintain it- 
self without any great amount of 
force, as in the case of the priest, 
the father of a family. the apostie 
preaching his doctrine, or the mas- 
ter in his school; but, without a 
certain degree of authority, force 
immediately becomes unendurable 


tyranny, leading to revolution’ or 
reaction.” 
As at present constituted, this 


court possesses the maximum au- 
thority between the nations. This 
being true, Judge Bustamante feels 
that it will need only a minimum 
of force in order to secure respect 
and obedience for its decrees. That 
the adherence of the United States 
to the World Court will have a 
stimulating effect on the court's 
power, by adding to its already 
solid basis of authority, is, I be- 
lieve, the conclusion of all who 
have studied the matter. 

The World Court has in addition 
to this, the combined economic, 
social and military power of fifty- 
one sovereign nations back of its 
decisions. In view of this, itt 
seems foolish to suppose that any 
nation, taking its case before the 
court, and after a fair and impsr- 
tial hearing of the evidence and 
investigation of the facts by an 
unbiased tribunal, will undertake 
to defy the court and refuse to 
abide by the decision rendered. 

As a matter of fact, though, the 
court has been functioning but a 
little over three years, some forty- 
seven treaties and international 
agreements have been before it for 
adjudication. These questions, 
ranging all the way from those 
arising under the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles to the simplest of commer- 
cial matters, have all been decided 
and the authority of the court as 
final has not been questioned In a 
single instance. 

In this very ably reasoned pres- 
entation of the potentialities of 
the World Court, Judge Bustamente 
does not claim for it that it is a 
cure-all or that it will make war 
impossible. What he does point 
out very clearly and very dispas- 
sionately is that it will settle many 
questions in such a way that their 
war-breeding potentialities will be 
greatly lessened. 

He emphasizes the fact that the 
world is making progress. This 
must be clear to all thinking men, 
including many who seem to be in- 
capable of thinking. It is just 300 
years since Hugo Grotius, the great 
Dutch jurist, theologian and poet, 
gave to the world his great work: 
“On the Nature of War and Peace,” 
published in Paris in 1625. Grotius 
was the father of international law 
and it ig because international law 
has gained recognition—not always 
full recognition—among the na- 
tions, that a Permanent Court of 
International Justice is possible to- 


ay.,

the adherence of the United States.

American inventive ingenuity of 
mechanical devices has adapted it- 
self to the requirements of the 
producer's art to an extent which 
could not have been matched in 
Eurepe, even in Germany. 

That appears the most impres- 
sive accomplishmdnt of the young 
director. The fact that he, as a 
stranger in a strange land, was 
capable in so short a time te as- 
similate American methods of di- 
rection to the peint where he 
stands in line with such masters 
as Cecil De Mille, Griffith and Rex 
Ingram is a tribute to his genius 
in iteelf.

Here’s one, “Blue Hour,” by 
Armin Hansen. It’s got mystery, 
and it's what Antony Anderson 
on The Times calls “broad and 
simple.”

THE FIVE PORTRAITS 


OF FRANCESC CUGAT 


Though Francesc Cugat’s exhi- 
bition at the Stendahi consists of 
no less than seventy-six pictures 
big and little, and is grouped as 
portraits, paintings, Spanish im- 
pressions and decorative motifs 
(these last being in o ue water 
eolor,) I shall dwell, in this brief 
review of it, almost entirely on the 
five portraits. 

My reasons for this segregation 
and exclusion are several, the chief 
one being that portraiture is an 
entirely new departure for Cugat, 
though we have seen his symbo- 
listic paintings and his decorative 
fantasies more than once at the 
same galleries. 

Cugat’s portraits are, it seems 
to me, far ahead of anything he 
has hitherto done, and at ‘least 
three of them, “Pitirrie,”" “My 
Wife,” and “Self Portrait,” are re- 
markable for their vitality, 
originality and the brilliant qual- 
ity of their color. ‘The other two, 
“Thoroughbreds,” and “Litle Girl 
in Blue,” though as vital as the 
first nafned, are smaller and less 
important, not on the same high 
plane of imagination, 

With his strong predilection for 
symboliam in painting, Cugat does 
not quite escape it even in some 
of his portraits, though here you 
make it as negligible as you please, 
for it does not obtrude itself above 
the esthetic. 

Now, to me at any rate, and, 


I think, to most lovers of art for 


art’s sake, symbolism is not per- 
tinent to painting. A canvas, to 
be a thing of joy forever, should 
be a thing of beauty—only this, 
and nothing more. The storv,' the 
sermon, and even the symbol are 
all very well in their place, but 
none of them can do much—tf 
anything—to help a picture. The 
story and the sermon are abso- 
lutely verboten. The symbol! is 
sometimes permissible, but unless 
ite meaning can be caught at a 


‘glance, it.tends to vex and perplex 


the beholder, who is interested in 
paint, not piety. 

Francesc Cugat’s symbolism is 
abstruse and esoteric. But it is 
always expressed in vivid color 
and beautiful line, and for the sake 
of these we forgive the artist, and 
proceed to take much pleasure in 
the celor and the line, the esthetic 
of the work, quite obvious of its 
various complex and hidden 
“meanings.” 


For instance, in. “Ecstasy” we 
are enthralled by the drawing of 
the central figure and the Hindoo 
woman to the left, and we. are 
fascinated by the energy of Cugat’s 
technique, though we may—and 
probably will—decline to probe into 
the exact significance of the whirl 
ef blue sky and the lotus in the 
Hindoo's hand. So with “Power” 
and “Paradise” and others of the 
canvases in the group assembled 
under the head of “Paintings.” I 
defy any man to understand “Pow- 
es without elaborate explanation. 

Put Cugat’s seventeen “Spanish 
Impressions,”" small canvases of a 
jewel-like clarity 


interpreter. They tell us of many 


‘aspects of life seen by a man of 
‘keen sensibility 


of color, all 
undoubtedly painted at a white 
heat of enthusiasm, speak for 
themselves and need no outside 


trained hand. The gallery in which 
they hang seems to sparkle and 
glow—to be itself alive Not the 
sign of a symbol in any one of 
them. 

“The Spaniards’—and Cugat, 
though now an American, came 
from Barcelona—love an ampli- 
tude of landscape even in their 
portraits and figure studies. In 
pose, “Pitirrie’ reminds us of a 
Goya, though ite plangent color ir 
Cugat’s own. And the modeling 
of one bare shoulder and the 
rhythmic curves of the loosely 
hanging arm and hand are remins- 
cent of the loveliness of Sargent’s 
“Madame X.” Like Madame X. 
the charming Pitirrie is gowned 
in black. The painting of the 
black chiffon is a triumph of vir- 
og Yet I am sure that Cugat 
was thinking of neither Goya nor 
Sargent when he painted” this 
really distinguished portrait, but 
only of the subject and problems 

ore him. 


“My Wife” is entirely different 
in theme and scheme. The gown 
of striped gray and red silk that. 
the sitter wears spreads as proud- 
ly and innocently as the tail of a 
peacock—or the flag of our coun- 
try. The picture ig instinct with 
life and youth and beauty. And. 
with all its vitality, 
still-life accessories painted with 
extreme delicacy. In the back- 
ground, to the right, we glimpse a 
sunlit hacienda “of—Hollywood. 


‘Self Portrait” is as successful 
—0oOr unssuccessful—in representa- 
tion ae most self portraits, for few 
artists see themselves quite 
others see them. They look Into 
a glass darkly, and as soon as 
their eyes travel back to the can- 
vas they forget what manner of 
men they were. So they paint an 
ideal——what they would like to be.
